T is easy to belicve, as unoMeial 

London and Parls quarters clalm, 
that the new Russo-German . agree- 
ment which implements their! pre- 
war noneaggression. pact, has not 
taken the Allies by surprise, and that 
provision in their war plans had 
alrendy been made for such an 
eventuality; nevertheless the news 
makes disagreenble reading; more 
especially since its full import cannot 
yet be discerned. His, perhaps 
significant, that as ygt we have not 
been given the Soviet Interpretation:

German friendship has been ‘finally 
established, but the world, now 
thoroughly awnkened to the meaning 
of a dictator's promise, realises that 
the assurance has no moral mehning.

The second threat, contained in 
Point Four, that should “the war- 
mongers” of the Allies prevail, 
Germany and Russia will “know how 
to mect the situation” Is clearly a 
plece of Hitler bombast ond diff 
a bombast which suffered a cold 
reception when he spoke at Danzig 
a week ago, ond a bluff that hos now 
been called. by Britain and France, 

The agreement has great potential 
“nulsance value”, but its practical 
Interpretation by Russia ls more likely 
to give Hitler a headache than to place 
the Allies at n material disadvantage 
in thelr fight against Nazism. Ger- 
many appears to be receiving. from 
Russia some of her own medieinc— 
first prescribed ond administered 
the gangsters of Chicago, and which 
Hitler npparenily beleved she hed 
patented.

LONDON, Oct. 1 (Reuter).— 
Sympathy with the sufferings of 
German mothers was expressed 
in a broadcast from Hamburg, 
which stated::. : 
e Very:-mother and every woman 
who to-day {s mourning her. dead 
should remember the German mothers 
in Pollsh territories whose children 
had_ to suffer so much. 

“The number of those killed, 
wounded and mirsing is small come 
pered with our success, for It was a 
million-strong army of Polish 
soldiers which was engaged to invade 
Germany, and it ‘was. annihilated 
with fewer suerlfices than there were 
In some of the days of fighting In the 
Great War, : 

“Never in the whole history of the 
world has such enormous success 
been achieved with so Ittle loss.” 

Herr Rudolf Hess, Hitler's deputy, 
sald that emblems of honour. were 
given In the past to the German 
mothers of many children, 

He added: “Many a mother whose 
son hos dicd, has given also‘her hus- 
band In the Jast war, To these 
mothers, Germany is giving with 
special respect the embiem of 
honour.” 

Herr Hess added: “Perhaps Britaln 
is not yet aware of the possibltitics of 
utilising Russia's mincral resources 
for Germany."

The agreement was motivated by 
opportunism and Its terms apparently

Cynically, but factually, the world 
remarks that though perhaps bearing 
the sime markings, the tiger and the 
cnt can never lie down together. 

There is an implied threat in the 
second point which states that Gere 
many and Russia will not allow fur- 
ther interference in eastern European 
questions, but ns the Allies are irro- 
yocably committed to such inter- 
ference, this clause can have no mean- 
ing beyond mutual comfort and 
wishful hoping by the contracting 
parties. , : 

Tho desire for the re-establishment

machine-gunned the area. Among 
the places bombed was the Chinese 
Maritime Customs Station at Pok 
Lo, The bombing was continued 
until dark, ; 

Observers on the border believed 
the Chinese troops would attempt to 
consolidate thelr positions’ during 
the night, They have succeeded, it is 
belleved, In severing the Japanese 
lines and in surrounding some Ja- 
Ppanese garrisons. At one stage during 
the afternoon, the fighting was within 
half a mile of Shataukok village.
